Eve sled Aged 90, Subject 4 
Interesting Article in Farm 
and Fireside 


In the March Farm and Fireside is 
4 most interesting article about Mrs. 
Eve Cary, who lives on a little farm 
near Marshall. She is 90 years old, 
one of the pioneer settlers of this 
county. The article is by aver grand- 
son. Howard Cary, a New York maga- 
zine writer. Everyone in the neigh- 
hborhood of Marshall knows and lives 
Mrs. Carey. This most interesting ar- 
ticle about her follows: 


My grand-mother’s name is Eve 
Cary. She has a grand-son who is al- 
most forty years old, and a great 
srand-son who entered this life some 
eighteen years ago. Her husband 
las been dead these ten years. She 
lives on a 40-acre piece in the hills 
of the Ohio River, 
east of Cincinnati, in Highland coun- 
ty. The nearest town is a crossroads 
place two miles away called Marshall 
and the nearest railroad town is

crow's feet around her eyes are the 
result of a continuous twinkle and‘ 
laughter in the eyes themselves—con- 
tinuous, I suppose, for the past eighty- 
five year or so.

It cannot be farmed the way a Euro- 
pean truck farmer handles land, mak- 
ing a fortune out of an even smaller 
area It has to be planted to oats, 
Wheat, corn. There {s no money in 
that when 10 bushels of wheat per 
acre would be a good crop. 

My grand-mother has something I 
haven't. She makes a living, at nine- 
ty, out of those barren 4% acres( half 
wood lot) in a place where I would 
starve to death, and so would most 
farming men of my generation. Ip 
looking to see what that something 
may be I have been able to look at

_y. ‘Nichols was a tenant on the farm 
of Homer West and the horse killed 
yelonged to West. 

The accident occurred at 12:45 
vflonday afternoon. The men had just 
-eturned to the field after dinner when 
i storm came up. Ed. Dines, manager 
yf the farm, was near the threshing 
yutfit. Nichols was hauling wheat 
rom the shock to the threshing ma- 
shine. John Evans, a neighbor, was 
uso helping with threshing and he 
‘was on a wagon a short distance from 
Nichols when he was struck. He told 
i representative of the NEWS-HER- 
\LD Monday afternoon that he was 
looking at Nichols when the lightning 
struck him and the substance of his 
recount of the accident follows: 

They had returned to the fleld after 
linner and were getting ready to load 
he wagons when the storm came up 
ir, Evans was standing’ beside his 
vagon looking toward the wagon 
vhich Nichols was driving. Nichols 
vas standing on the wagon when there 
same a sharp flash of lightning. The 
ightning struck Nichols and he fell 
rom the wagon. It looked like he 
ived off the wagon and fell on the 
rround about twelve feet away. Mr. 
Svans ran to him at once. He was 
ying on his back and his eyes were 
‘lassy. Mr. Dines was scon there. 
3oth men thought that Nichols was 
lead but at once hurried to the house 
ind telephoned for a physician. 

When the flash of lightning came 
‘oth horses hitchel to the wagon fell 
o the ground. One of them was kill- 
,d instantly. In a few minutes the 
tther horse began to struggle and got 
1p and is apparently none the worse 
‘or its experience. 

Mr .Nichols was rushed to the Hills- 
yoro Hcspital in the machine of Mr. 
Dines and was given every medical 
:ttention. But nothing could ve cone 
or him and he died at four piteels 
: Tuesday morning.

Dr. Maurice Hoyt was the physician |

yf Nichols where the flesh was seared 
xy the lightning; that these plaecs

The Doctor said 
hat he could smell the burned flesh 
vhen he first examined the man. The 
vatch of Nichols had stopped at 1:13 
de had it set for sun time and this is 
thought to have been when the light- 
1ing struck him . Nichols was wear- 
ng a large straw hat and it was torn 
to shretis. 

Nichols is survived by his widow. 
The funeral services were held at 
Carmel, his old home, on Wednesday. 

Mr. Dines had insurance on all of
